A busy session of the Court of 
Claims was held on Monday, at 
which Judge B. G. Williams pre- 
sided and all the magistrates were 
.present. 

One thousand dollars was allow 
-ed to each of the four magisterial 
•districts outside of the city for the 
repair and improvement of old 
turnpikes, and three thousand dol 
iars was appropriated for the ex- 
tension of two pikes in the Bald 
Knob district. 

School Districts Nos. II, 24 
and 33 were allowed seventy five 
.dollars each. 

The contract for repairing and 
rebuilding the road between the 
two bridges on the west side of 
the river was awarded Mr. George 
Herndon, whose bid was seven 
hundred and fifty dollars. 

The delinquent tax list of the 
Sheriff was received and he was 
given credit by same on his ac- 
count. 

The matter of repairing the 
County Judge's office was referred 
to a committee composed of 
Squires McDonald and Rodman 
.and Judge Williams, with power 
to act. 

Squire McDonild was appoint 
■ed to correspond with our Sena- 
tors and Congressmen and en- 
deavor to secure an appropriation 
from Congresss to pay for the old 
St. Clair street bridge, which was 
torn down by order of the Secre- 
tary of War. 

A committee was appointed to 
inquire into the propriety of cm- 
ploying a civil engineer to look\ 
after the turnpikes of the county. 

After allowing numerous small 
claims the conrt adjourned until 
Monday .next, when the tax rate 
for this year will be fixed.

The case of the Commonwealth 
■vs. Hiram Berry, from this county, 
■was affirmed by the Court of 
Appeals oil Tuesday. Mr. Berry 
was surety upon the bond of the 
late Sheriff E. O. Hawkins, but 
from some informality in the exe- 
cution of the bond Mr. Berry was 
released, but the Commonwealth 
brought suit to make him respon 
sible. The Franklin Circuit Court 
■decided in his favor, the Com- 
mon wealth appealed and the Ap- 
pellate Court has now affirmed 
the decision of the lower court.

The Cosmopolitan for April con- 
tains a fragment of a most remarkable 
story which is well authenticated to 
have come from the pen of the first 
Napoleon when the future ruler of 
nations was a lieutenant of artillery. 
If it is a fair sample of the literary 
ability at the Euperor. it is well for 
his reputation (and possibly for the 
world, in spite of the deluge of blood 
into which he plunged Europe) that 
he decided to Btick to the military 
profession.

The only interest which could attach 
itself comes from its authorship.

You pass a farmer at 
work in his field, scarcely taking 
time to glance at the monster travel, 
perchance, ceasing his labor to 
look as long as the flying train is 
in sight.

Of course 
their lives are nothing to us, with the 
usual absorption in ourselves; but re- 
flect for a moment how many lives 
there are in the world, each of which 
to its possessor fraught with just 
as much interest as ours is to us. 
Does he not liv* best who takes part 
in the most lives o£ his fellows, with 
a kind word here, a smile there, a 
warning when needed? Man was not 
meant to be selfish, and he who lives 
tor others, comes nearest to being 
what the Creator intended him to be.

Late Saturday afternoon a party 
of young men were in the back 
room of Fincel Brothers' meat 
store, on St. Clair street, when a 
difficulty arose between two of 
the party, Sanford ("Pune") Goin 
and Will.

ble, quiet young man.

IN BIO LUCK 
Is O car Vw. Murray. 

Everybody who knows Oscar 
G. Murray is aware that he is 
game to the backbone. The fol- 
lowing incident shows how nervy 
he is and his exceptional judg- 
ment regarding railroad properties. 
About a month ago Mr. Murray 
was host at a dinner given at the 
St. Nicholas. There were six 
gentlemen present, including Mr. 
Murray. One of the guests was 
Mr. Se> mour, a prominent Chica- 
go manufacturer. After the wine 
had passed around pretty freely 

discussion arose as to the best 
railroad to travel over from Cincin- 
nati to the East. The principals 
to the discussion were Mr. Sey 
mour and Mr. Murray. Both 
gentlemen expressed very decided 
opinions, and the result of the 
heated argument was that they 
decided to back their opinion to 
the extent of $5,000 each. 

Three days alter the dinner they 
met by appointment at the Grand 
Hotel, and Mr. Murray posted a 
certified check on the Merchant's 
National Bank for 85. 000 and Mr. 
Seymour put up a certified check 
for a like amount oil a Chicago 
bank. An altache'of the Grand 
Hotel was agreed upon as stake- 
holder. Under the terms of the 
agreement the stakeholder named 
Mr. Morrisey, at Mt. Auburn, 
and Mr. Lafcr, at Avondale. as 
judges, and these two gentlemen 
selected Dr. Cox, of Fourth street, 
as the third judge. 

The judges were to actually 
make tne trips over the five lines 
between here and New York 
under the terms of the wager, and 
the r.ilroad fares, sleeping car 
lares and hotel bills — in fact all 
expenses were to be paid by the 
winner. 1 he vote of any two 
judges in favor of any one line 
was to decide the bet. If two of 
the judges did not agree on any 
one line, then the bet was to be 
considered a draw. Another con- 
dition of the wager was that the 
principals to the wager were not 
to know who the judges were, nor 
were the judges to be informed as 
to who the men were that made 
the wager. 

The points to be considered by 
the judges in arriving .at a decision 
were — smoothness of track, main- 
tenance of schedule time, superi- 
ority of passenger coaches, sleep- 
ing car and dining car equipment 
and service, picturesquem ss ol 
scenery along the route, and salu 
briousiuss of climate of country 
traversed. The judges made their 
last trip during ihe past week, and 
on Thursday tendered their de 
ci»on to the stakeholder, and by 
a unanimous vote awarded the 
palm of superiority on all the 
points to the Chesapeake and Ohio 
Road.

ing letter to Hon. AlbertS. Berry: 
Frankfort, Ky., April n, '94. 
Col. A. S. Betty, Member of Con- 
gtcss, Washington, D. C: 
Dear Sir: — The Executive Com- 
mittee on Improvements of Ken- 
tucky Rivers being advised that 
the Committee on Rivers and 
Harbors of the House has only 
made provision in River and 
Harbor Bill for $100,000 for the 
Kentucky river, to be appro- 
priated by this Congress, it is 
the request of this com 
mittee that you will, by amend 
mcnt, have the amount for Ken 
tucky river increased or put back 
to the original estimate made by 
the Secretary of nar — that 
$500.000 — and do what you can to 
have the same incorporated in the 
bill when it is passed by Con 
gress. 

We are utterly urubl 1 to under 
stand why Kentucky river should 
be so discriminated against 
favor of other streams by the River 
and Harbor Committee, as has 
been the case this session in Con- 
gress. There was no appropria- 
tions for Kentucky river for the 
following years: 1883, '86. '87, 
'89, '91, '93. The $500,000 
recommended by the Secretary of 
War for this river will be one 
fourth or less than one fourth of 
the revenue collected by the 
United States in the Deputy Col- 
lector's office at Frankfort for 19 
months, as has heretofore been 
shown. This committee hopes 
you will consult with others of the 
Kentucky delegation and have the 
apropriation put back to the 
amount recommended by the 
Secretary of War. At least have 
it increased over $100,000. Ken- 
tucky river was down for $500,000 
last year, got nothing. Down 
again for same amount, and they 
propose to give one fifth of that 
amount. 

We hope that you will be able 
to have the amount increased.
